HISTORY. 

fT^HB Academy Iwi:^ origin in the desire of Mk. Sthphbk G. Wbntwortu to erectamoiittiBeDttotlie memory 
^ I of his deceased son. Wiluam Wkntwokth. In the year 1880 a aoitable buildinf for a day acbool was por- 
chased, and in September of the same year the doors were opened for stodeats. B. Hohaon, now of the 
ICcCormick Theoloj^ii al Seminary, was chosen as Priocipal. and the present Superintendent wa^ selected as his associate* 
In April, 1881. a charter was secured, and the achool was authorised to confer such degrees and marks of distinction 
as are nsnally granted by literary inatitutifma. A board of aeven tmstees was apj>oiuted, consisting of members of the 
difrtn iit Protestant churches of Lexington. At the end of the first year Mr, Hobson retired to enter the ministry, and 
the present Supertnteodent, who baa ever since been at the bead of the school, was left in charge. During the second 
year the military fe^re was added, maldng this the pioneer of military acbo<^ in the West. It was soon deemed 
advisable to make the school a boarding-school, and the liberality of the founder at oncu iirovided a suitable boUdisg. 
This building soon proved inad«%tMte for the insccaaing pfttnmage, and )f& Wcatvron)^ donated the present gnMUiAi 
and bonding* then standing. 

Through the foltcriiqE Otre ol'the founder and the lit>eraUty of the citizens of I^xinglon and Lafayette County, 
improvements have been made asthe needs of the achool lia ve demanded. The school has steadily grown i n public favor, 
as its stndenta have gone fortii into public life or to distinguish themselves in universities for which it prepared them. 
Several ttaivetaities in the East and in the West have recognized the merit of its worlc by oflering preb scuoi^hships 
to its graduabes, and to receive them without further examination. The present management has a lease of thirty 
years on the achool^ aiid» havlitg conducted it thn»igl> the struggles of its yontli, feels warranted in believing th&t the
